Fish Amendment has small chance 
of success, the drive to enact the 
Ludlow Referendum has gained 
force, some sources being of the 
opinion that the Senate might. block 
it but that it would get through 
the House of Representatives quite 
easily. 

Meanwhile, the embargo on arms 
exporta to Spain remains in the 
spotlight. 

PART OF NEUTRALITY. 

Reuter learns that members of 
the Administration are now in-

-but ‘should be regarded as part of 
the neutrality: problem as a whole. 

‘The Administration desires to 
liquidate .the Neutrality Statute 
entirely as at present written, but 
would be willing if pressed ‘sufii- 
ciently to retain the -mandatory 
cash and carry principle. —. 

CASH AND CARRY . 

Thus, if and when the Neutrality 
Act has been dispensed with, it 
might be’ possible to permit 
Spaniards to purchase. materials 
here on a.cash and carry basis. 

Jt would still, be necessary speci- 
fically to withdraw the “existing 
embargo, but once the principle of 
neutrality on which the embargo.is 
based was gone, the embargo might 
‘be withdrawn without the political 

‘ consequences which would attend 
such an act eer ne —Reuter. -

' THE GOALKEEPERS

been most consistent during the 
present season. Benwell can be 
magnificent on his day. 

In ‘the full-back division, ihe: Co- 
lony should be able to field a very 
strong rear-guard pair, V. C. ‘Bond, 
(C.B.A.) has only recently occupied 
the right-back position for his team 
and ‘has to date performed credit- 
ably, although not brilliantly. Lt. 
Carr’(Navy) has been consistently 
good in the Triangular Tourna- 
ment matches, but is by no means 
good enough to withstand the shock- 
tactics of the Macao forwards.

Major-General Thomas, Chief of the Economic Sec- 
tion of the Reich War Ministry, in an address 


in Weimar, issued a solemn warning against}. 


the increasingly frequent. use of the word 
“Blitzkrieg”. that is “lightning war”, and in- 
sisted that, in the organisation of economic 
preparedness for war, despite all optimism, it 
would be necessary to act as though the worst 
possible case was certain to arise, namely a 


war lasting for a very long time. 
JAPAN HAD LEARNED THE COURSE A WAR COULD TAKE. 


. General Thomas spoke of the 
experience gained in 1938 which in 
his opinion had confirmed the 
following: 

(1) the necessity of a uniform 
economic defence organisation, es- 
pecially for States unable to pro- 
duce all that'a war required, the 
need of such an organisation hav- 
ing very greatly hampered Japan, 

(2) the necessity of recognising 
that the economic basis. of the 
State is just as determinative for 
the conduct of war as its military 
equipment, hence it is of particular 
importance that the economic pre- 
parations for war of all possible 
opponents’ should be carefully 
watched, 

(8) the necessity for making due 
provision for the human material 


required in the event of a conflict. 

General Thomas expressed the 
view that the latter question would 
be one cf the most difficult in any 
future war because of the intimate 
reflex effects between the front 
and those at home. For countries 
with small mineral. wealth, eco- 
nomy in raw materials reserves 
was urgently necessary. An _ in- 
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crease of home production in every |. 


form and a study of the question 
of economic war was demanded.
